Famine hay reduced many of 
its victims to thievery and

According to a report made 
by the magistrate of Yoyang, in 
northern Hunan, litle girls are 
being sold for a few thousand 
dollars each -by. starving  par- 
ents, and “it is not uncommon 
to see human . flesh being sold 
as meat in the famine areas,” 

‘Much Hoarding 


While admitting that the food 
nituation in China is serious the 
.Food Minister, Mr, Hsu Kan, 
suys that the authorities are 
doing everything to enable the 
country to tide over tho critical 
period ending September 30. 

The Ministry, he reveals, has 
made arrangements to ship 
200,000 tons of rice from Sze- 
chuen province to needy coastal 
provinces in the next few pinks, 
and alio hopes to obtain“about 
200,000 tons of ricc and 14,000 
tons of whent from Anhwei and 
Kiangal provinces. for the re- 
ier of famine victims. ,
